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The mouse type information input appts comprises a pair of input 
buttons (2) which are arranged at the top face of the main part (1) . A 
display part (4) with the planar display domain (5) is also provided. 
An encoder holder (3) is fixed at the base part of the main part. The 
encoder holder helps in bonding the main part with the display part. A 
mouse ball (6) is arranged in the main part at the rotation axis 
position (6A) . 

The main part has a bond part (302) and a display retainer (302) . 
The display retainer rotates between the right and left symmetry 
position alternatively. A stopper part (104) is arranged on both sides 
of the left and right symmetry position at the under surface of the 
main part. The rotation of the display retainer is stopped by the 
stopper part. Thus, by rotating the display retainer using the encoder 
holder, the cursor position is changed. The change in the cursor 
position is watched using the display part.

ABSTRACT 

PURPOSE: To add the operability of a mouse to a miniaturized terminal, to 
which portability is requested, as well and to simultaneously improve the 
feeling of use at this equipment to which the operability is applied. 
CONSTITUTION: At a main body 1 of the equipment, the user of the equipment 
holds and uses this part with a holding method similar to a conventional 
mouse device. Two input buttons 2 are arranged on the upper face of the 
main body of the equipment. A display part 4 is provided with a planar 
display area 5. An encoder holder 3 is turnably coupled with the main body 
of the equipment in a plane parallel to a bottom face. A mouse ball 6 is 
arranged at a rotating axis position 6A for a turning operation. At the 
time of this turning operation, with one part 104 on the lower face 
external shape of the main body 1 of the equipment as a mechanical rotation 
stopper, display holding part 302 formed integrally with a coupling part
